Ohio Gov. C. William O'Neill an­ 
nounced in Columbus that 
Dr. 
Samuel FL Sheppard, now' serving 
a life term in prison for his wife’s 
murder, will undergo a lie detec­ 
tor test. 


Sheppard would not consent to a 
li«‘ test In early stages of the mur­ 
der case but later asked for one 
He was denied the test 
at that 
time.

Nuclear-Armed 
Rocket Fired 
From Jet Plane 


Formation Doused 
W ith Radiation 


By the Close Blast 


ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev, 
| - A jet fighter plane fired a nu­ 
clear armed rocket today, explod 
I ing it so close that it and two 
other planes were douved with ra 
diation. 
As the device 
was 
launched 
somewhere 
between 
20,000 and 
30,000 feet above the Atomic Ener 
g.v Commission’s desert test site, 
five Air Force officers stood un 
protected on the ground directly 
below the blast to prove that civil 
ian populations could safely stir 
vive the ordeal of an overhead ex 
plosioi., 
I hree F89 Scorpion jets flew in 
\ -formation and the leading plane 
launched the rocket. 
Crew mein 
hers of the jets were doused with 
radiation because of their proxim 
tty to the blast and had to scurry 
to the ground for decontamination 
What the process was for decon 
lamination the AEC would not dis 
close. 
The device was fired at 9 a rn 
c d t and was seen very brightly 
by reporters on News Nob a dozen 
miles away. The fireball was vis­ 
ible for 15-20 seconds, and then 
the cloud formed into a doughnut 
or smoke ring shape with a tinge 
of pink coloring and a weird spray 
t-ailing earthward 
More than a minute later the 
shock wave was felt. 
The cloud 
retained its doughnut form as it 
climbed 
and the ballerina-skirt 
spray began to disintegrate 
Min­ 
utes later the cloud appeared as a 
puff of salmon tinged cotton as it 
drifted out of sight 
Today’s test was the first firing 
of a nuclear device by a fighter 
plane. 
Its impact was rated by 
the AEC only as less than 20,000 
tons of TNT. 
A sequence timer controlled the 
rocket from the time the parent 
plane left the Indian Springs Air 
Force Base 45 miles northwest of 
La Vegas. 
The timer remotely launched the 
weapon and electronically rietonat-I 
cd it after it left the parent plane, j 
Douglas Aircraft Co. described 
the rocket as its new M BI Genie 
It was fired at a theoretical target 
in space.

S P R IN G F IE L D d b - Illinois’ pop 
illation has climbed about 775,000 
in six years, to a 1956 level of 9.- 
487.000, the state Health D e p a rt­ 
ment reported today. 
The estimate, through 1956, was 
m a d e for the d ep artm e n t by the 
population research 
and training 
center at the University of Chica 
go. 


The d e partm ent 
said the esti­ 
mate indicated that about 93 per 
rent of the increase was “ n a tu ­ 
ral,” in that it represented an e x ­ 
cess of births over rieaths. The r e ­ 
maining increase resulted from the 
excess of persons coming into Illi­ 
nois ovei those leaving the state. 


The estim ate also indicated, the 
d e p a rtm e n t 
said, 
that 
the 
“ d e ­ 
pend ent” groups include children 
under 15 and persons over 65. The 
proportion of the population of per 
sons in the 15-64 group decreased. 
Other highlights of the estimate; 


— A much more rapid increase in 
populations in metropolitan areas 
than in non metropolitan areas 


— A faster growth of non white 
population than of whites. The 1956
